DOMINOE GAMES

The Block Game 
* The simplest game: with domi- 
noes is known asthe block. game. 
The dominoes are placed on the 
table with their: faces downwards 
and shuffled. .Then each player 
draws one, and .when they~are 
turned up the player with — the 
fewest spots or pips is the one to 
start the game. The. dominoes 
are now shuffled again and each 
player takes sé¢ven pieces which 
he looks at but conceals from the 
other players. 

The first player “now puts a 
domino down, say thé. six-five 
and the next player hag’to. play a 
piece’ with a six or five on it. This 
he places against the correspond- 
ing number and the next player's 
turn comes. If the second player 
puts down a six-three, then the 
third player would play'to a five 
or three. -Thus ‘the play goes on 
until a player has used: all — his 
pieces when he wins the game.
